Rural  leadership  also  requires  a  vision  of  and  a 
personal  desire  for  a  higher  type  of  country  life,  with  courage, 
persistence,  and  determination  to  work  to  achieve  the  highest

The  Founders ’  Camps,  through  courses  in  recreation,  leader¬ 
ship,  four-fold  life,  4-H  clubs,  nature  study,  country  life  council,  and  other 
subjects,  give  the  campers  a  keen  insight  into  the  needs  and  possibilities  of 
rural  leadership.

In  1914,  the  first  Older  Boys’  and  the 
first  Older  Girls’  Camp-Conferences  were 
held.  The  initial  start  was  small  -  39  older  boys;  49  older  girls;  25  leaders  - 
(14  men,  11  women).  The  general  opinion  was  that  it  was  all  a  mistake,  but  it  was 
the  birth  of  the  camp-confdrence  movement  that  is  so  far  flung  and  that  is  proving 
itself  so  valuable  for  youth  to-day. 

The  historic  value  of  1914  is  so  great  that  we  append  the  names  of  the  1914 
group  that  began  this  great  modem  movement:

The  first  ten  camp-conferenoes  (1914-1923)  under  the  leadership  of  this  group 
were  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  * International  Sunday  School  Association  and 
the  second  ten  camp-conferences  *  under  the  same  unbroken  leadership  (1924-33  D.V.) 
were  sponsored  by  the  American  Youth  Foundation,  being  given  the  name  because  of 
this  -  "The  Founders’  Camps".  In  1925,  the  Founders %  ,Camp-Conferences  were  housed 
In  new  specially  constructed  equipment  on  wide-acred  properties  at  Camp  Miniwanca 
in  Michigan  and  Camp  Merrowvista  in  New  Hampshire,  The  camp  buildings  and  equip¬ 
ment  were  built  for  adolescent  youth  and  their  advisers,  parents,  and  leaders. 


It  is  fitting  that  the  founding  of  this  movement,  so  widely  used,  should  have 
its  20th  Anniversary  suitably  celebrated. 

♦Footnote:  The  1923  Camp-Conference  bore  the  imprint  of  the  International  Sunday 
School  Council,  continuing  the  International  Sunday  School  Association. 


But  it  will  also  be  the  Tenth  Anniversary  of  the  American  Youth  Foundation. 

On  March  1,  1924,  the  American  Youth  Foundation  was  bom.  It  conserved  prov¬ 
ed  values  for  youth,  begun  in  the  preceding  decade,  and  offered  a  freer  medium  for 
adolescent  development.  It  confined  and  still  confines  its  thought  and  service  to 
adolescents,  their  teachers,  leaders,  advisers,  employers  and  parents.  It  stands 
for  Christian  Leadership  Training  for  youth  in  every  phase  and  vocation  of  life  and 
sees  all  vocations  as  Christian  callings.  It  specializes  in  the  discovery  of  youth 
personality  and  its  training  in  Christian  leadership  for  all  of  life’s  duties  and 
opportunities.  It  cooperates  with  every  organization  that  is  interested  in  the  de 
velopment  of  youth  and  that  seeks  such  cooperation.  It  has  no  official  connection 
with  other  institutions  but  is  in  sympathy  with  all  character-building  organizations. 

In  a  later  number  of  The  Founders’  Four -Folder,  the  ten  year  story  of  the 
American  Youth  Foundation  will  be  told.  This  is  merely  to  say  it  celebrates  its 
10th  Anniversary  in  1933  and  that  suitable  recognition  will  be  made  of  its  progress 
and  service.

At  least  a  dozen  older  fellow  and  girl  campers  have  said  in  my  hearing, 

"isn't  it  great  these  Younger  Girls  and  Boys  can  start  coming  to  Miniwanoa  when 
they  are  so  young l  I  wish  I  could  have  started  when  I  was  that  young.  Just  think 
how  many  more  years  I  could  have  had  at  Camp!" 

Ah  I  What  a  lovely  little  speech.  And  how  true l  Now  please  allow  me  to  sug¬ 
gest  a  sequel.  Here  it  is:  "You  know. ....  since  I  oan't  turn  the  hands  of  time 

hack  and  make  myself  young  again,  I  guess  the  next  best  thing  will  be  for  me  to 

see  that  some  younger  boy  or  girl  gets  to  camp  next  summer,  so  they  can  have  the 
greatest  possible  number  of  years  at  Camp  Miniwanca." 

Bravo  1  But  listen.  That's  not  the  final  test.  Let  me  suggest  a  further 
installment  to  this  conversation.  In  this  case  I  am  the  speaker,  (Since  Younger 
Girls  are  my  specialty  and  my  pride  and  joy  forever  and  ever,  I  shall  restrict 
my  conversation  to  them.)  The  first  half  takes  place  in  the  1932  Older  Girls' 
Camp.  "Hello,  Betty.  Say,  I'm  certainly  glad  you  sent  your  young  sister  to  the 
Younger  Girls'  Camp.

She  stayed  in  camp  for  seven  weeks  -  the 
entire  period,  and  wanted  to  stay  longer.  Can't  you  find  some  more  like  her?"

Rural  leadership  like  all  other  kinds  of  leadership  depends  upon  individuals 
with  ability,  vision,  and  character. 

We  often  see  in  rural  communities  individuals  with  leadership  ability.  We 
believe,  also,  they  have  the  kind  of  character  expected  of  leaders.  On  the  other 
hand,  there  is  a  real  need  for  many  of  these  potential  leaders  in  rural  communi¬ 
ties  to  develop  confidence  in  their  own  ability  or  to  find  themselves. 

The  courses  of  instruction  and  study  given  in  the  Founders'  Camps  aim  to 
develop  character,  the  realization  of  one's  own  capabilities,  and  the  desire  not 
only  of  being  but  of  serving.  Such  character  training  furnishes  the  best  kind  of 
foundation  upon  which  to  build  leaders . 

We  have  in  New  Hampshire  between  150  and  200  young  folks  doing  leadership 
work  in  4-H  clubs  and  we  wish  that  all  might  have  the  benefit  of  the  Founders' 
leadership  training.
